(B) TENURE : 

The tenure o! the non-official members of the Board shall 
be 3 years calculated from the 1st March 1981 provided 
that : 

(i) The ex-officio members of the Board shall continue 
as members so long as they hold office by viltue 
of which they are members of the Boaid; 

(ii) other nominated members shall hold office during 
the pleasure of the Government of India. 

(iii) the Government of India may nominate more non- 
official members as and when considered neces- 
sary; 

(iv) If a vacancy arises on the Board due to resigna- 
tion, death etc. of a Member, the same can be filled 
tip by Government of India by fresh nomination 
and the member(s) nominated in that vacancy 
shall hold office for (he remaining period of the 
tenure of three years. 

(C) FUNCTIONS: 

The Board will advise the Government of India : — 

(i) On matters of policy pertaining to the propagation 
and development of Sanskrit in the country; 

(ii) Rfgaiding patterns of Sanskrit c ducat -n at diffe- 
rent levels, coordination, of course, teaching and 
similar activities, standardisation of syllabuses, ex- 
aminations and degrees, (jualifleations of different 
types of tcacheis and their training arrangements; 

(iii) Regarding methods to be adopted for the improve- 
ment and development of Pathashala system of 
education and privately organised research 
Institutes; 
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(iv) When requested, on the question of adding research 
departments to higher Pathashalas and awarding re- 
sell ch scholarships and stipends to the students of 
Pathashalas; 

(v) Regarding methods to be adopted for the prepara- 
tion and publication of improved Sanskrit text 
books; 

( vi ) Regarding ibe State Honours and Awards for Pan- 
dits and to recommend names of eminent Sanskrit 
Scholars for such Honours and Awards; 

( v'/i ) Regaiding matters referred to the Parishad relating 
to grants-in-aid for the development and propaga- 
tion of Sanskrit; and 

tviii) Regarding cooidination u£ the work relating to 
Sanskrit studies, which is being done by different 
institutions all over the country. 

2. COMMITTEES ; 

The Board may set up Committees /Sub-Committee as 
it may deem necessary for the proper discharge of its func- 


tions. The members of these Committee (s) /Sub-Commit- 
tee(s) shall be nominated by the Chairman of the Board. 

3. QETORUM ; 

The quorum for the meetings of the Board /Committees 
or Sub-Committees shall be one-third of the total member- 
ship of the Board /Committees /Sub-Committees.
